NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 17— 
President Eisenhower warned 
today that failure of the United 
States to cement relations with 
‘friendly nations through foreign 
trade could lead to the Ameri- 
can production system being 
placed at the mercy of those 
who hope for our destruction. 


Veering from the agricultural 
problem theme which has fig- 
ured most prominently in his 
public discussions in the last 
few days, the President said 
that by making it possible for 
our friends to sell their prod- 
ucts to us we help them to be 
strong and enable them to earn 
the dollars by which they can, 
in turn, help our economy ‘*o 
be healthy and progressive.

Horse-sense Economics. 

Speaking in front of the old 
Spanish city hall in New Orleans 
in observance of the sesquicen- 
tennial of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, the President cited the 
importance of the port of New 
Orleans as an example of horse- 
sense economics in the field of 
foreign trade. 

“As you well remember,” 
Eisenhower said, “it was the 
closure of this port that sharp- 
ened our nation’s anxiety to buy 
from France the area around 
this city—to insure our fron- 
tiersmen this essential gateway

With non-agricultural products 
the facts are much the same, the 
President continued. He said 
that 500,000 of our refrigerators 
and home-type freezers, more 
than $30,000,000 worth of our 
sulphur, more than $250,000,000 
worth of machinery were paid 
for in foreign countries in the 
1951-52 period: .

President’s Little-Used Railroad 
Car May End Up in Moth Balls 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17 (AP). 


—The presidential private rail- 
road car appears headed—as the 


presidential yacht before it — 
into moth balls for economy's 
sake. 

At least the indications are 
that it will be used sparingly 
at most. 

President Eisenhower, who 
travels mosily by air, has used 
the government owned “U. S. 
Car No, 1,” formerly called the 
“Ferdinand Magellan” — only 
once in three rail trips since his 
Jan. 20 inauguration. That was 
when he went to State College, 
'Pa., to visit Lis brother Milton. 

When Eisenhower left here 
last Wednesday night for De- 
fiance, O., he rode in a Balti- 
more & Ohio three-bedroom 
business car assigned to the 
road’s traffic vice president. 

Eisenhower has done most of 
his traveling in the presidential 


plane during his nine months’ 
in office. 

The presidential private car 
is a 143-ton armor-plated luxury 
ear rebuilt by the Pullman Co. 
for Roosevelt's secret wartime 
travels in 1942. It was turned 
over to the Government for a 
oon sum of the railroads in 
1946. 


Its sides, top and bottom are 
protected by five-eights of an 
inch of armor plate. The win- 
dows are three inches thick and 
bullet-proof. It’s roof is fitted 
with a submarine escape hatch 
in case the car ever falls into 


a river. 
it weighs 


Because almost 
twice as much as a regular Pull- 
man, the car, when used on the 
end of a long train, makes its 
passengers feel sometimes as if 
they are “cracking the whip.”

The hlast occurred forward on 
the port side of the 27,500-ton 
carrier that- cost $90,000,000 
when it was launched at New- 
port News, Va., in 1945. Un- 
official reports said 1400 officers 
and men were on board when 
travedy struck. 

It was the worst navy explo- 
sion in peactime since 48 men 
died aboard the battleship Mis- 
sissippi off the California coast 
Jime 12, 1924. 

The 856-foot-long Leyte,

Cause Not Known. 

The cause of the blast was 
not known. ‘The Leyte’s skip- 
per, Capt. Thomas A. Ahroon, 
46 years old, of Norfolk, Va., in 
command of the ship less than 
three weeks, said the fire may 
have started on the deck imme- 


| diately below the hangar deck. 


He could not be sure, it hap- 
pened so fast. 

In his cabin when the blast 
shook the ship—‘“a dull rumble 
subway train going 
through”—Ahroon found the 
second deck cut off by smoke 
and climbed through an escape 
hatch to the hangar deck. 

Damage control and firefight- 
ing parties already were in ac- 
tion, he said. 

50 Fire Trucks. 

Capt. Ahroon timed the explo- 
sion at 3:15 p.m., and the first 
fire alarm was sounded a min- 
ute later. At 3:48 a second alarm 
was sent in. More than 50 Bos- 
ton fire trucks and rescue com- 
panies raced to the shipyard. 

Practically every available am- 
bulance in Boston—about 75— 
converged on the area as offi- 
cials discovered the extent of 
the disaster. Civilian doctors 
and nurses joined Navy hospital 
corpsmen from other vessels. 


Hospitals rushed whole blood | 


and plasma. 

The injured, many so charred 
and battered as to make identi- 
fication difficult, were taken to 
City Hospital, to Carney Hospi- 
tal in South Boston and to the 
Naval Hospital in Chelsea. 

The fire raged for more than 
hree hours. It was under con- 
trol at 6:30 but it was not until 
7:59 that Boston Fire Chief John 
V. Stapleton sent the all-out 
signal. 

The flames swept through the 
officers’ wardroom, warrant of- 
ficers’ quarters, and berthing 
space and mess room for en- 
listed men on the deck below. 

The Navy following regula- 
tions for notifying next of kin, 
withheld announcement of cas- 
ualties’ names until today. 

The fire was described by Dr. 
James W. Manary, superintend- 
ent of Boston City Hospital, as 
the city’s worst disaster since 
the Cocanut Grove night club 
fire that snuffed out 492 lives 
Nov. 28, 1942. 

As news of the fire went out 
across the country, telephone 
switchboards at First Naval Dis- 
trict and at Boston police head- 
quarters lit up bright with calls 
from anxious relatives. 

In turn, crewmen who escaped 
formed long lines at the three 
telephones on the ship, waiting 
patiently to notify homes that 
they were safe.

May Have Had ik All.

The body of Bobby Green- 
lease was found covered with 
lime in a grave behind the 
home of Mrs. Bonnie Brown 
Heady, Hall’s accomplice, at St. 
Joseph, Mo.

Wennerstrom, 
serving a term for passing 
fraudlent checks, said Hall 
asked him about the use of 
quicklime a month before Hall 
was released on parole last 
April after serving 15 months 
of a five-year holdup sentence. 

“He wanted to know how long 
it would take to consume a 
body,” Wennerstrom said. Since 
he was unable to provide the 
information, Hall began reading 
medical books at the prison 
hospital. 

“Hall bragged many times 
that he would commit the per- 
fect crime and then ‘laugh in 
their faces,’” Wennerstrom 
saidy The convict described his 
former cellmate as a “bitter, 
cruel, calculating man.” 

Sentiment of Convicts. 

Wennerstrom was asked about 
the sentiment toward Hall in the 
prison now since the death pen- 
alty might send the kidnaper

“If he comes back here, he 
better go through quick,” the 
' convict replied. 

Another inmate, who asked 
that his name be withheld, said 
Hall invited him after both were 
released to help on a “big deal” 
involving a “rich” man in Kan- 
sas City. When the inmate re- 
fused, Hall said scornfully: “T’ll 
be driving Cadillacs when you're 
carrying a lunch basket.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 17 (AP)— 
‘ . Dewey was 
challenged yesterday to deny 
that a close political associate 
—“‘one of the most important 
men in the United States” — 
tried to get a parole for Joseph 
Fay, a labor boss convicted of 
extortion.

U.S., British, French 
Ministers Are Said to 
Concur on Notes to 
Moscow Suggesting 
Big 4 Parley Nov. 9. 


LONDON, Oct. 17 (AP)—The 
United States, Britain and 
France agreed today to discuss 
an East-West security system 
with Russia as part of a final 
German peace settlement, in- 
formed sources reported. 

They said foreign ministers of 
the three powers approved 
terms of new notes which will 
be sent to Moscow within about 
the next 48 hours suggesting a 
Big Four conference in Lugarfo, 
Switzerland, about Nov. 9. 

Last-minute revisions vere 
made to satisfy West Gerinan 
Chancellor Konrad Adenaver, 
who objected to an earlier draft 

of the Western notes. 

Word leaked out from the 
closed conference as United 
States Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, French Foreign 
Minister Georges Bidault and 
their advisers went into their 
fourth session with British For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden at 
the Foreign Office. 

Suggestion on Austria. 

It was reported the Western 
notes will also suggest that the 
four foreign ministers should 
set out to complete an inde- 
pendence treaty for Austria at 
Lugano. 

The notes are in answer to a 
Soviet communication of Sept. 
26. Russia then proposed two 
conferences—one of the Big Four 
on Germany and another of the 
Big Five (with Red China) on 
the basic causes of world ten- 
sion. The Soviet proposal made 
no mention of Austria. 

Dulles, Bidault and Eden were 
said to have decided against 
calling Big Five talks. Their 
‘notes will point out that Red 
| China has a seat in the proposed 
Korean peace conference which 
could, if things go well, later 
| discuss all the issues that Rus- 
| sia has in mind for a Big Five 
| meeting. 

Before the three ministers 
met Eden had private hour-long 
meetings with Dulles in the 
| morning and Bidault in the 
afternoon. 

The three Western policy- 
makers also were said by in- 
formed sources to have tackled 
major Far East problems also, 
including the question of the 
start and make-up of the Korean 
peace conference and the possi- 
bility of calling in neutral Asian 
nations. They also talked about 
the French war against Red-led 
rebels in Indochina. 

Adenauer Objection. 

Adenauer was reported to 
have objected to an unqualified 
offer by the West to discuss 
with the Russians right away a 
set of non-aggression guaran- 
tees, to allay Russian fears 
about a revived, rearmed and 
reunited Germany. 

The West German leader was 
said to believe Russian accept- 
ance would only mean further 
delays in ratification of the 
European Defense Community 
project. EDC provides for lim- 
ited West German rearmament, 

Dulles, Bidault and Eden ap- 
parently took note of Adenauer’s 
argument and amended their 
notes accordingly. The informe 
ants said the West now will of- 
fer to discuss far-reaching new 
proposals — not necessarily im- 
mediately—as part of a final 
German peace settlement with 
Russia. 

The projected Lugano parley 
is intended to clear the way for 
such a settlement. 

In addition to the non-aggres- 
sion pact, the ministers faced 
decisions on several other touchy 
problems as they neared the 
half-way. mark of their three- 
day session. Among them were: 

1. An urgent British proposal 
to bring an Israel attack on 
three border Jordan villages be- 
fore the United Nations Se- 
curity Council. Sixty-six Arabs 
were reported killed in the as- 
sault which Britain blasted yes- 
terday’ as “apparently calcu- 
lated.” 

2. Practical means of allay- 
ing Yugoslav anger over Tri- 
este in view of the ministers’ 
reported agreement last night 
to stand by the British-Ameri- 
can announcement that Italy 
would be given Zone A of that 
strategic territory.

To this classic argument of the 
champions of a greater Hungary, 
which could only come about by the 
forceful annexation of millions of 
non-Magyars, the British historian, 
Seton Watson, long ago answered 
with the real facts: 

“Austria-Hungary fell by her own 
weight.

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Operation Snail’s Pace 


The one sure thing about the Panmunjom 
prisoner interviews must be a fervent wish on 
the part of Lt. Gen. K. S. Thimayya, commander 
of the neutral Indian guards, that he had never 
become involved in it. Although without histori- 
cal precedent, the process promised to be rela- 
tively simple, But now it looks as if it could be- 
come one of the most baffling of the snarls in 
which most international dealings seem fated to 
end in this tense time of ours. 

When the Korean truce was signed last July 
27, it provided that representatives of both sides 
should have an opportunity to tell prisoners not 
yet repatriated that they were free to go home 
to peaceful lives. This procedure was to go on 
for 90 days under the eyes of a neutral com- 
mission which then would make arrangements 
for those prisoners who still refused repatria- 
tion. It was a new idea, but it did not seem very 
complicated. There was to be no coercion, 
prisoners simply being asked to think twice. 

= * o 

Yet in the middle of October the process is 
hardly under way. Several of the prisoners al- 
ready have been killed by Indian guards pre- 


- venting a mass escape. Further outbreaks are 


threatened. It has been necessary to put pres- 
sure on Syngman Rhee to silence his threat to 
release 27,000 anti-Communist prisoners by force. 
Many of these refuse to be interviewed. And 
they seem close to hysteria. 

There also have been all kinds of lesser con- 
flicts. Gen. Mark Clark has accused the Indian 
commander of leaning toward the Communists. 
The Communists complained about the huts 
originally provided for the prisoner interviews, 
charging that insufficient precautions had been 
taken against “outside influences.” Then there 
is an argument as to whether the time taken to 
provide new huts should be added to the 90-day 
period. On top of that, the Communists have ac- 
cused the U.N. command of fomenting trouble 
among the prisoners. 

The U.N. authorities have not set a date on 
which they wiil begin talking to the one Briton, 
the 23 Americans and the 335 South Koreans who 
say they do not want to go home. Perhaps there 
need be no hurry about this since the Commu- 
nists have so many more men to talk to. But it 
does add to the mess which has even spread so 
far as an argument whether the 90-day period 
expires on Dec. 23 or Dec. 24—with the U,N. 
command holding out for the one date and the 
Repatriation Commission for the other.

The immediate problem, however, is how 
India — plus Sweden, Switzerland, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia, the other members of the Re- 
patriation Commission—can persuade the anti- 
Communist prisoners to listen to the Red argu- 
ments. The truce agreement itself assures these 
men that they need not agree with these plead- 
ings; there is to be no involuntary repatriation. 
Yet some of the prisoners act as if they would 
rather be shot than listen. 

Perhaps some form of that Oriental bugaboo, 
face-saving, is involved. More likely the stub- 
born Chinese and North Koreans are full of a 
very real fear, having been insufficiently reas- 
sured that they are perfectly free to spurn the 
Reds’ appeals. If so, matters are not helped by 
technical disputes between the U.N. command 
and the Indians as to the wording of a message 
to persuade the prisonérs to submit to the inter- 
views and to make an end of this business. 

The whole thing looks too much like one 
more battle of the Korean war, if a bloodless 
one—with the Repatriation Commission in the 
middle. The Commission needs the co-opera- 
tion of both Ades since stalling is pointless. 
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The Moth and the Flame 


That’s a sad tale of the primrose path of 
Suburbia which Democratic National Chairman 
Stephen A. Mitchell unfolds. It seems like there 
was this poor but honest city boy, who had voted 
Democratic all his life. As a result of wise and 
henevolent Democratic policies; at Washington, 


he became prosperous, and moved from the city . 


into the suburbs. 

There he found nothing but other prosperous 
ex-Democrats, better known as Republicans.

Democrats back to the city, the grindstone, and 
the fold.

Whichever way he chooses, it looks like Mr. 
Mitchell’s is going to be a work-fraught Demo- 
cratic national chairmanship. 
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Support for the Genocide Pact 

Secretary Dulles has added another curious 
reversal to his record on the Bricker Amend- 
ment. 

Having once supported this proposal to limit 
the presidential treaty power, Mr. Dulles this 
year came out in strong opposition to it, At the 
same time, he announced that the State Depart- 
ment would not press for ratification of the 
United Nations conventions on genocide and 


human rights, which had been cited by support- 


ers of the Bricker amendment as horrible exam- 
ples of improper treaties which might change 
our internal law. 

Now, however, the legal committee of the 
General Assembly has adopted a resolution call- 
ing upon members to ratify the genocide pact. 
And, strangely, the resolution was supported by 
both the Soviet Union and the United States. 

Since it is scarcely conceivable that the Amer- 
ican delegate would have voted in favor of urg- 
ing ratification without instructions from the 
State Department, the implication is that Secre- 
ary Dulles has changed his mind. Or has he? 

The genocide convention makes an interna- 
tional crime the deliberate effort to exterminate 
a race or a religious group, and calls upon sig-- 
natories to treat it as such within their own 
borders. The United States does not practice 
genocide and has no very strong reason for op- 
posing a pact to outlaw it. But the pact has been 
opposed by supporters of the Bricker amend- 
ment on the ground that it might compgl Con- 
gress to pass laws which are the rightful prov- 
ince of the states. 

A few months ago Mr.’ Dulles bowed to this 
opposition and apparently abandoned the pact. 


If he holds to that’ policy now, he will be in 
the strange position of urging ratification in 
“the United Nations and resisting that exhorta- 
tion in Washington. Supporters of the pact 
must be slightly confused as to just where he 
does stand. 
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Too Many Uncertainties 

The $1,000,000 which Secretary Benson has 
allocated to Missouri for freight subsidy ‘on 
hay for drouth-stricken farms will be a help. 
Unfortunately it will not be enough help, and 
the Secretary,of Agriculture himself recognizes 
the insufficiency. “I want to emphasize this 
is only an initial allotment and further funds 
will depend on the seriousness of the situa- 
tion. .. .” he said. 

The seriousness of the situation already re- 
quires three to four times as much federal aid 
for hay subsidy as the Secretary has allocated 
to Missouri. Mr. Benson’s statement respecting 
further aid is considerably less than »® firm 
commitment. ® 

Yet a firm commitment of what the Federal 
Government will do in its entire drouth aid— 
not merely in the initial phase—is called for. 
Mr. Benson recognized this also: “We figured 
the Missouri quota first,’ He said, “because it 
is imperative for the Missouri Legislature, which 
has been called to meet Monday in a special 
session, to have the amount to plan its program.” 

Since almost a fourth of the $4,300,000 avail- 
able for hay freight subsidy in 13 drouth states 
was allocated to Missouri, it appears likely that 
the amount in some or alt of the 12 other states 
will be still less adequate. 

Under the rules which the Secretary of Agri- 
culture has set up for the handling of drouth- 
relief hay, no farmer will be allowed to store 
up more than a 60-day supply. Yet the exten- 
sion of the 50 per cent freight cut which the 
railroads have recently granted is good for only 
30 days, and does not yet apply to the Southern 
drouth states. 

Farmers thus are called on to decide whether 


to sell out their herds or stay in business with-. 


out assurance that they can continue to afford 
hay throughout the winter. ; 

They do not receive that assurance from the 
railroads in the form of a winter-long extension 
of the rate cut. They do not receive the assur- 
ance from the Federal Government in the form 
of an adequate sum to match the state’s sub- 
sidy of the remaining freight. 

There are entirely too many uncertainties. 
None of them is necessary. 

The Missouri Legislature, at least, can set 
a good example in these respects at its special 
session beginning Monday, by providing enough 
funds to meet the entire need on a matching 
basis with the Federal Government. 

Gov. Donnelly, meanwhile, should continue 
pressing Washington, and the railroads, to do 
likewise. > 
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Jury Check on Four-Percenter 

A Washington federal grand jury has been 
ordered to sift a perjury charge against Warren 
L. Stephenson, executive secretary of President 
Eisenhower's inaugural committee and an ac- 
cused four-percenter—in contrast with the five- 
percenters of a slightly earlier day. 

The grand jury proceedings were ordered by 
Attorney General Brownell in connection with 
an FBI investigation still going on. For this, Mr. 
Brownell is to be commended since the best way 
to keep the Administration free of a fringe of 
favor-seeking and favor-peddling camp followers 
is drastic legal action rather than oratory. 


The suspicion of perjury arises from Stephen- - 


son’s testimony before a House Armed Services 
subcommittee. He admitted that he had offered 
to get a Navy contract for a fee of 4 per cent, 
but he differed sharply with another witness as 
to the Navy information he obtained. It was dur-

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The Sheriff’s New Detectives 

The 13-man detective staff formed in St. Louis 
county by Sheriff Arthur C. Mosley is an im- 
provement over no such staff at all, but the mil- 
lenium has hardly been reached in county law 
enforcement. 

Assuming this force is to be employed only 
in the county’s unincorporated districts, it will be 
responsible for all detective work in. an area of 
almost 400 square miles in which more than 
100,000 persons are living. It takes no expert to 
see that the new detective staff is going to be 
spread pretty thin. 

The county’s vexing law enforcement prob- 
lems are now under study by a Citizens’ Com- 
mission. Until the commission’s recommenda- 
tions are written, stopgap measures such as the 
new detective staff are perhaps all that can be 
hoped for. Even so, the County Council might 
well see what it can do to further strengthen 
the Sheriff's office pending the report of the 
commission. 
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Look South, Mr. Castle, Look South! 

Illinois Attorney General Latham Castle is 
finally reacting in a mild sort of way to what 
might well be described as the “mess” in Cairo, 


‘ the seat of Alexander county in the state’s Lit- 


tle Egypt country. He says he will ask county 
officials about reports of wide-open gambling 
and prostitution in that area. 

What the local officials will have to say is 
anybody's guess. But the story of what has been 
going on in Alexander county certainly is no 
top-drawer secret. It has been widely circulated 
in reports by Edwin A. Lahey of the Chicago 
Daily News, and it reflects little credit on Mr. 
Castle or the administration of his superior, 
Gov, William G. Stratton. 

According to Mr. Lahey, an experienced and 
able reporter, the gamblers and racketeers in 
Southern Illinois began to sneak back into busi- 
ness when former Gov. Adlai Stevenson became 
occupied with the presidential campaign last fall. 
With the advent of the Stratton Administration, 
reports Mr@ Lahey, the racketeers flourished. 

Gov. Stratton has frequently declared he 
would not tolerate gambling in the state, and his 
Attorney General has echoed those sentiments. 
The Administration has ordered state policé 
into at least three counties in other parts of the 
state, and it has flexed its muscles in Madison 
county when the heat was on from the public. 

Perhaps these operations have diverted the 
attention of the Governor and Mr. Castle from 
the Ohio river country. If so, it certainly is high 
time that they took a close look at that most 
southerly tip of their jurisdiction,

The Ninth Congressional District of 
Wisconsin has just gone Democratic for 
the first time in its history. This is the 
home district of Alexander Wiley, chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee of the Senate. 

Only last year the district cast 81,000 
votes for the Republican candidate for 
Congress and 43,000 for the Democratic 
candidate. On Tuesday the district cast 
21,000 Republican votes and 28,000 
Democratic. Thus, a Republican ma- 
jority of almost 2 to 1 has been con- 
verted into a Dem- 
ocratic majority of 
4 to 3 in the space 
of 11 months. 

The outcome 
measures among 
other things the in- 
fluence exerted up- 
on his neighbors by 
Senator Wiley. Ob- 
viously they have a 
low opinion of his 


which we hope will 
not be lost upon 
Mr. Eisenhower for 
Mr. Wiley’s policies 
are also Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s, as they were previously Mr. 
Truman's. 

The people thought that when they 
elected a Republican Administration 
last November they were voting against 
a continuance of the Truman line, but 
Mr. Eisenhower and Mr. Wiley have 
proved this expectation was unfounded. 


The result is to be seen in Tuesday’s 
special election in which the Republi- 
cans dropped 60,000 votes from a year 
ago and the Democrats dropped only 
15,000. 

Obviously there was nothing in the 
Republican record in 1953 to inspire 
the Republican voters and they were 
content to stay at home. * 


The Eisenhower-Truman-Wiley for- 
eign policy is justly regarded as anti- 
American and is the most unpopular 
of all the Administration’s aspects. The 
failure of the Administration to make 
good on its promises to cut expenses 
and taxes was another discourager. 


If the voters have to chose between 
Republican New Dealers and Demo-

_ cratic New Dealers they naturally pre- 


fer the genuine Democratic article. Last 
year they voted for Eisenhower because 
they thought Stevenson was worse. 


If they had possessed the knowledge 
they now have, the outcome might have 
been different. 

For Republicans, the moral of this 
election is that something drastic is 
going to happen to their party unless 
they can somehow prevent the New 
Dealers from controlling the Republi- 
can conventions as they have since 1940. 


Some wiseacres are saying that the 
Democrats won because Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson would like to reduce 
the farm subsidies. It is true that most 
of the voters of the district are farmers. 


It should be noted, however, that 
they are for the most part dairy farm- 
ers and that Mr. Benson has been any- 
thing but harsh toward this group. It 
lay within his discretion to reduce the 
price at which the Government is buy- 
ing butter this year but he didn’t do it. 

The farmers of the Ninth District 
haven't any just complaint against Mr. 
Benson who is surely one of the abler 
men in the Eisenhower Cabinet.

Specific farm policies are obviously 
important. But there is a larger prob- 
lem suggested by Wisconsin and, to an 
only slightly less degree, bv the elec- 
tions of November 1952. To put the 
matter bluntly, President Eisenhower is 
more popular than his party. 


The need is to impart something of 
his appeal to those who run on the Re- 
publican ticket. There are many indi- 
cations that the President is now more 
highly regarded than ever in the Farm 
Belt as well as elsewhere. 


Yet when an individual tries to attach 
himself to the President's coattails, he 
too often gets left behind. This was 
true of Arthur Padrutt in Wisconsin’s 
Ninth Congressional District. It was 
true of many last Nov. 4. 

» The answer to the problem is not 
merely lip service at the eleventh hour 
to the ideal of liberal Republicanism 
represented by Mr. Eisenhower. 

The answer must be a record of ac- 
complishment by the party as a whole, 
for which Congress is considered no 
less responsible than the President. 
This record must be in many fields—in 
labor, trade, housing, immigration, so- 
cial security, as well as farm policies. 


If the Republican party stands in 
the public mind for constructive action 
all along this front, there will be no 
question but that Mr. Eisenhower's 
great personal popularity will translate 
itself into support for the candidates. 

Otherwise the President may find 
himself in the congressional elections 
of 1954 tragically deprived of necessary 
party support,

‘Looking back over the last 30 years 
of news ‘and its news magazines), the 
good, graying Time editors and re- 
searchers have produced an unusual, 
unmannered, ultra-sophisticated “quiz 
book and memory jogger.” It is both 
of these and more: a lot of good read- 
ing and good fun. 

“Live Them Again,” as a quiz book, 
includes 875 questions, a fair number 
of which are in the’ form of photo- 
graphs, cartoons and art reproductions. 
The questions ate broken down into 
three main categories—National Affairs, 
International and Foreign and The 
Better Things in Life—and these, in 
turn, have their own sections, such as 
The Twenties, The New ¢Deal, The 
War Campaigns, Theater and Press. 

Time’s quizmasters know that a good 
question is one that is neither hard nor 
easy but one that makes reader and 
friends want to 
look up the answer. 
Their book does 
just that. 

Here are some 
typical questions 
from the book (an- 
‘swers follow): 

(1) Can you re 
member the often- 
quoted headline 
about the stock 
market crash which 
appeared in Va- 
riety? e 

(2) Who was 
Hoover's part-Kaw 
running - mate in 
1932, described by H. L. Mencken as 
“half Indian and half windmill’? 

(3) The hatchet job that The New 
Yorker’s Lillian Ross did on Hollywood 
used the production of a Civil War 
movie as a springboard. What was the 
name of the movie? 

(1) “Wall Street Lays an Egg.” 

(2) Charles Curtis. 

(3) “The Red Badge of Courage.” 

Not having to employ the heckly 
Timestyle replay to make material 
copped in part from the newspapers 
seem fresh and immediate, the book 
handles its running history calmly and 
always interestingly. 

It is as pleasant as opening up a boy- 
hood drawer in an old family chest to 
come across such joggers (which pref- 
ace most of the questions) as these: 

The depression phrase, “We'll let you 
know if anything turns up”; the Chi- 
cago newspaper ad, “Bullet holes re- 
woven perfectly”; the British Eighth 
Army general in Africa ‘called by the 
Canadians “God Almonty,” and the 
Japanese battle cry, “Go to hell, Babe 
Ruth—American, you die.” 

All told, a worthwhile book, this. It 
is, by the way, composed by a photo- 
graphic typesetting machine, the Inter- 
type Fotosetter, rather than the con- 
ventional metal line-casting machines, @ 
new trend in bookmaking. For this 
milestone, too, thank Simon & Schuster 
(rhymes with Luce-ter).

“Consequently, it seems appro- 
priate to advise your committee 
at this time that the Department 
of Justice does not intend to 
present any of the matters 
touched on in the report to a 
grand jury or to undertake fur- 
ther investigaiion thereof. This 
does not apply of course, to pos- 
sible violations of the income 
tax laws which have been re- 
ferred to the Treasury Depart- 
ment and which are still under 
investigation.” 

Report on Election. 

Of the Maryland elections re- 
port he stated: 

“The report, its recommenda- 
tions, and the files concerning 
this matter, made available to 
this department by your sub- 
committee on privileges and 
elections, have been carefully 
read; all further lines of inquiry, 
as suggested by the report, have 
been exhaustively followed, and 
additional investigation leads 
pursued. 

“The results of such further 
investigation, together with the 
report, have been thoroughly 
and carefully considered and 
analyzed by us. It is our con- 
clusion that the evidence fails 
to establish the commission of 
any public offense defined by 
federal statute. As a conse- 
quence, the Department of Jus- 
tice does not intend to present 
any of the matters discussed in 
the commitiee report.to a fed- 
eral grand jury.” 

McCarthy Not Questioged. 

In answer to questions Brown- 
ell, who was prompted from time 
to time by Warren Olney, head 
of the department’s criminal di- 
vision, said McCarthy himself 
had not been questioned by the 
Justice Department. Olney said 
there was nothing unusual about 
this. 

Olney was asked whether Ray 
Kiermas, the Senator’s adminis- 
trative assistant who handled 
some of his funds, was ques- 
tioned. Olney at first said he 
did not recognize the name but 
when Kiermas’s job was de- 
scribed he said he thought Kier- 
mas had not been questioned. 

Brownell was asked why the 
announcement was made yester- 
day in view of his previou 
statements no announcemen 
would be made until the income 
tax inquiry was completed. He 
said he had changed his mind 
after talking it over with associ- 
ates and‘had decided to dispose 
of the matter in so far as the 
Justice Department was con- 
cerned. He said he did not know 
the status of the Internal Reve- 
nue inquiry. 

Brownell said the department 
had looked for violations of all 
laws not involving taxes. Olney 
said the statute of limitations 
would outlaw prosecution on 
some of the possible election 
fraud charges next month, but 
that this was not a factor in the 
department’s findings.

Just as much as the 
big-city newspaper man who al- 
lows himself to be bribed for 
news coverage disgraces the 
small daily or weekly journalist, 
In the eyes of the public we 
are all tarred with the same 
brush.”

Senator Says He Will 
Seek Contempt Cita- 
tion — 5th Amend- 
ment Invoked.

NEW YORK, Oct. 17 (AP)— 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, said today he 
would seek a contempt citation 
against a witness who refused 
to answer questions before a 
closed session of the Senate 
Permanent Investigations sub- 
committee. 

McCarthy, investigating re- 
ports of an espionage ring at 
the Army Signal Corps radar 
labaratory at Fort Monmouth, 
N.J., said the witness refused to 
say whether he knew executed 
atom bomb syp Julius Rosen- 
berg or whether he was a mem- 
ber of a spy ring at Fourt Mon- 
mouth. 

McCarthy has said Rosen- 
berg, who was not employed 
there, headed a spy ring which 
was active at the fort. He said 
the nitness under interrogation 
had been identified as a mem- 
der of the ring. 

Invokes 5th Amendment. 

During questioning the wit- 
ness had waived the Fifth 
Amendment, which protects a 
witness against self-incrimina- 
tion, but later invoked the pro- 
tection. McCarthy contended 
that once having waived it, the 
witness could not cite it when 
questioned about espionage and 
the Rosenberg spy ring. 

“Testimony before this sub- 
committee by another witness 
brought out that at one time, 
when today’s witness «learned 
that Rosenberg was to be exe- 
cuted, today’s witness said 
‘There but for the grace of God, 
go I,’” McCarthy said. 

The witness was one of three 
summoned before the subcom- 
mittee.

N old Swiss inscription reads, “Speech is silvern, 
A silence is golden.” We might add that noise is leaden. 

To anyone who is the center of conflict, confusion and 
its resultant bedlam, a calm stillness is very welcome. How 
relieved some mothers feel when there is a half hour of 
silence! 

Often, to the noisy, willful child who threatens, kicks 
and screams, silence on the part of his mother speaks a 
firm warning to him to stop his angry fit. Silence that 
serves as a rebuke to misbehavior while offering affection 
often prevents a continuance to willfulness.

THERE IS NO NEED for disturbance, no need for 
querelous comments when a calm, affectionate look con- 
fronts an offending youngster. Silence, backed by a friend- 
ly spirit, is indeed golden. 

We all know the wonderful silence of the woods—in 
the shady aisles of those age-old redwood giants, with only 
a patch of sunlight penetrating here and there. The silence 
there seems to call for whispering. You may hear a bird 
call, one that pierces the stillness. 

In other less dense woods, it may be that the rippling 
brook is supplying the silvern sound.

Tongue Is 


Good Hot 
Or Cold 


By Edith M. Barber 


VERY once in a while I am 
F surprised when I see tongue 

in‘ almost every market. 
There is only one tongue to an 
animal, but there always seem 
to be enough to supply fresh, 
smoked and pickled beef tongue, 
and sometimes veal, lamb and 
pork tongue. 

We also find tongue put up in 
glass jars ready for use, Cooked 
tongue is often offered with 
other cold cuts. However, if we 
want to use tongue in any great 
quantity we will usually take 
time to cook it ourselves. Most 
persons seem to prefer the 
smoked variety, but the fresh 
has a delicate flavor and we may 
like to use it occasionally. 

Tongue takes rather a long 
time to cook. Both fresh and 
smoked tongue are cooked in 
the same manner. The former 
will need additional salt. After 
the meat is tender, it should be 
allowed to cool in the water in 
which it has been cooked. Then 
it should ‘be drained, and the 
small amount of bone and gristle 
removed with a sharp knife. 
This will allow you to skin the 
remainder of the tongue easily. 

If you wish to serve it hot, 
just heat it in a tiny bit of water 
or in the sauce in which it is to 
be served. If it is to be served 
cold,.it will slice more easily 
if it is chilled. The portions 
that do not slice well may be 
used with other ingredients, to 
which they will add a delicious 
touch of flavor. 

Boiled Tongue. 

Wash tongue. Place in kettle 
with one sliced onion, a few 
peppercorns and one bay leaf. 
Cover with cold water and bring 
to a boil. Lower heat and let 
simmer until tender, about one 
hour to the pound. Let cool in 
water and drain. Trim and skin. 
Part of the water in which the 
tongue has been cooked may be 
used for a dried bean or pea 
soup. 

Tongue-Noodle Casserole. 

Two tablespoons finely chopped 
onion, two tablespoons chopped 
green pepper, two tablespoons 
fat, two cups diced cooked 
tongue, one-eighth teaspoon cur- 
ry powder, one teaspoon salt, 
one can (10%-ounce) cream of 
mushroom soup, two cups cooked 
noodles, one-half cup shredded 
sharp cheese. 

Saute onion and pepper in the 
hot fat. Add remaining ingredi- 
ents except cheese, and mix 
well. Place in casserole. Sprin- 
kle with grated cheese and bake 
in moderate oven (350 degrees 
F.) about 20 minutes until cheese 
has melted. Yield: Four to six 
servings.

were obvious dangers and diffi- 


culties in this plan. First, the 
spade suit itself would have to 
break pretty well—if the six 
outstanding spades were not di- 
vided 3-3, South would have to 
ruff at least twice, and dummy 
was not too well supplied with 
entries. But, irrespective of the 
spade break, South would also 
have to find a very favorable 
trump break to carry off this 
plan. The more South thought 
about it, the less he liked the 
plan—so he chose the alternate 
line. 

He ruffed .a heart with the 
diamond king, cashed the top 
spades, discarding his low club, 
then led to the club ace and 
ruffed his last heart with the 
diamond ace. He then ruffed a 
club—and faced the crucial deci- 
sion. It would do him no good 
to lead a low trump even if 
that dropped the queen — he 
would still have to lose to the 
10—so he correctly laid down 
the jack of trumps.

Weekly Report 


On Public Health

ITH the falling of the leaves 
W ana the shortening of the 

days the sportsman is put- 
ting aside his golf clubs and oil- 
ing his guns for the opening of 
the fall hunting season. But too 
many hunters forget, in their 
zeal for sport, that it is also the 
“open season” for tularemia. For 
this reason not only hunters, but 
housewives ‘and cooks as well, 
should be warned that many 
wild rabbits have tularemia and 
therefore, to be on the safe side 
all wild rabbits should be treat- 
ed as though they were in- 
fected. 

Tularemia; the medical term 
for “rabbit fever,” is a highly 
infectious disease which occurs 
among rodents and other wild 
game and wild birds, and is 
usually transmitted to man 
through skinning or cleaning the 
animal, or when the infective 
material enters the human body 
through tiny cuts or scratches on 
the hands. Infection may also 
enter the body through the mu- 
cous membranes of the eyes, 
nose, or digestive tract. 

Some of the early symptoms— 
which usually show up in hu- 
mans from three to ten days 
after the germ enters the body 
—are high fever, chills, nausea, 
and generalized pains. Lymph 
glands may become swollen and 
tender. Often weakness persists 
for months before the patient is 
restored to health. , 

To guard against tularemia 
follow these precautions: 

Suspect tularemia when a rab- 
bit is slow or sluggish, or is too 
easily captured by a dog. Bury 
the animal and observe the dog 
for several weeks. : 

Wear heavy rubber gloves to 
dress or handle a wild rabbit. 
Take care that the glove is not 
pierced by a khife or bone. 

Cook the meat thoroughly so 
that no red meat or red blood 
remains. By cooking thoroughly 
the germ is destroyed. 

Small white spots on the in- 
testinal organs of a wild rabbit 
are an indication of tularemia. 
Destroy the rabbit if you see 
these spots. : 

Bites of wood ticks and other 
insects transmit tularemia germs 
to rabbits. Try to avoid these 
insects. 

Consult your family physician 
if any illness occurs within a 
few days after a hunting trip.

Hears Pleas for Continu- | — 
ance of High Farm 
Price Guarantees 
Other States. 


BLOOMINGTON, IIil., Oct. 17 
(UP)—The House Agriculture 
Committee sought advice from 
Illinois farmers today on how 
high the Republican Congress 
should peg prices for their crops. 

The Democrats have served 


notice they will try to make po- 
litical capital of the farm price 
slump in next year’s congression- 
al election campaign. 

The committee touring farm 
areas, has heard strong pleas for 
continuance of high farm price 
guarantees in the South, in Min- 
nesota and South Dakota, and— 
less insistently—at Des Moines, 
Ia., yesterday. 


Committee members split into 
two groups today to hold simul- 
taneous hearings here in the 
congressional district of Repub- 
lican House Whip Leslie 
Arends and at Quincy, IIL, 
the district of Republican Sieo- 
resentative Sid Simpson, a mem- 
ber of the committee. 

Benson Defended. 

The committee held a day- 
long. hearing yesterday at Des 
Moines—‘“the nation’s agricul- 
tural capital”’—to get farmers’ 
views. For the first time it 
heard farmers get up and defend 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson, who has criticized 
the present “rigid” high farm 
supports. 

Several of these witnesses tes- 
tified, howeevr, that they real- 
ized that isn’t the popular thing | 
to do these days. The farmers | 
who had kind words for Benson | 
were those who favor “flexible” 
price supports as a long-range | 
solution to the farm program. 

Representative Charles B. Hoe- 
ven (Rep.), Iowa, who conducted 
the hearing yesterday, told re- 
porters afterward that the pre- 
dominant testimony was in fa- 
vor of continuance of high sup- 
port prices. 

He predicted Congress would 
continue that program next year, 
unless it can find “something 
better” for farmers. 

Present law requires that farm 
prices of wheat, corn, peanuts, 
cotton, tobacco and rice be sup- 
ported at not less than 90 per 
cent of parity. The law expires | 
after the 1954 crop year. Parity 
is a legal standard calculated to 
measure a price “fair” to farm- 
ers in terms of farm production 
and living cost. 

Eisenhower's Talk. 

-President Eisenhower in a 
farm speech Thursday night at 
Kansas City said he would send 
recommendations for farm legis- 
lation to Congress next January. 

Illinois farmers last year col- 
lected more from sale of corn 
than those in any other state. 
In cash receipts from market- 
ings of meat animals they ranked 
second. Illinois farmers ranked 
fourth last year in dollar re- 
turns from all sales, collecting 
about two billion dollars. 

The Iowa Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, dominant farm organi- 
zation in the state, took no stand

controversy. It has favored low- 
er and flexible supports in the 
past. It said it was polling the 
rank and file to get their ‘‘cur- 
rent thinking.”

STOCKS MOVEUPHARD 
ON LARGER VOLUME 


Politics, Atom Power and 
Earning Reports Cited in 
Week’s Buying. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17 (UP)— 
Politics, atom power and earn- 
ings sent stocks to a new high 
since Aug. 24 in the past week. 
Trading picked up. Sales for the 
week, cut short by the Colum- 
bus day holiday, totaled 5,742,- 
720 shares, most for any week 
in a month. On a daily basis, 
the sales were the best since 
June 12 with the exception of 
the week ending Sept. 18. 

Election of a Democrat in Wis- 
consin to replace a Republican 
Congressman was seen as pro- 
ducing more selling early in the 
week. But Wall Street expected 
a more generous agricultural 
policy to result from it and the 
subsequent markets moved up- 
ward. On Thursday, General 
Electric whooped up the list by 
a rise of three points when it 
promised atomic energy pro- 
duced electricity in five years 
if given clearance by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

Higher Earnings. 

Meantime several companies, 
including rails, reported higher 
earnings and several declared 
extra dividends. Steel company 
earnings were particularly favor- 
able in comparison with last 
year’s strike-ridden third quar- 
ter. Republic Steel and Youngs- 
town Sheet & Tube reported 
sharp gains. Similarly favorable 
reports are anticipated from 
United States Steel and Bethle- 
hem later this month. Leader- 
ship of the market switched to 
the steel group and this gave 
courage to traders who had been 
waiting for just such a demon- 
stration. They bought steels and 
many other issues. 

Industrial shares closed at 
272.80 in their average, up 5.76 
points; rails, 97.05, up 3.37, and 
utilities 50.77, up 0.44. There 
were 1405 issues traded. Of this 
number 1012 gained, most since 
Nov. 21. There were 217 de- 
clines and 176 issues held un- 
changed. A total of 36 set new 
highs while 68 made new lows 
for the year. 

Leading Steel Gains. 

The leading steel issues gained 
more than 2 points each. Air- 
crafts enjoyed a good market 
and rose 2 points or better. Oils 
had gains running to 2 points.

The sentence was read to Cas- 
tro at a hospital where he is un- 
der treatment. He admitted dur- 
ing his trail that he was leader 
of the attack on the army head- 
quarters at Santiago.
